MONTREAL, Feb. 12.—Canada’s governor-general, Lord Tweedsmuir, died last night, 
ending a five-day battle which all Canada watched tensely and whose sudden termination 


piuinged Canadians into sorrow. Death occurred at 5:13

OTTAWA, Feb. 12—While pre- 
Parations went forward for a 
state funeral for the Governor- 
General, Lady Tweedsmuir quiet- 
ly came back to Ottawa today 
from Montreal, where she spent 
anxious ours at Lord Tweeds- 
muir's bedside until death claim- 
ed His Excellency. 


Lady Tweedsmuir arrived in the 
capital by special train at 10.30 a.m. 
(8.30 aim. M.S.T.), and was met at 
the station by Prime Minister Mac-} 
kenzie King. He expressed his sor- 
row at the death of the Governor- 
General last night. 

Her Excellency showed the ef- 
fects of her grief and the long vigil 
but bore up well and made the trip 
from the station to Rideau Hall in 
one of the stat cars that met the 
special three-car train. 

It was the same train that last 
Friday bore the Governor-General 
to Montreal for treatment in the 
Neurological Institute as he fought 
‘to recover from the concussion suf- 
fered last Tuesday in a fall at Gov- 
ernment House.

The Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration interrupted a program over 
its national network to announce 
the governor-general’s death Two 
minutes silence was then observed 
over the network 

The five-day battle against the 
effects of concussion was drama- 


tic. At first believed to be an 
ordinary concussion and arous- 
ing limited anxiety, the full 


danger of the Governor-General’s 
condition became known when it 
was announced at Government 


House early Friday afternoon 
that an emergency trepanning 
operation had been performed 


that morning by Dr. Wilder Pen- 
field and Dr. William Cone who 
had driven from Montreal by 
motor car through a snowstorm to 
reach the bedside. 


SUFFERS RELAPSE . 

A special train was made ready 
to bring him to the resources of the 
Neurological Institute here, one of 
the foremost institutions of its kind 
in the world 

Then followed the 24% hour trip 
which Lord Tweedsmuir bore well, 
though it is not believed he re- 
covered full consciousness 

He was taken by ambulance to 
the institute and there followed 
three hours on the operating table 
for the second operation which 
brought a slight but definite im- 
provement, 

Though he remained unconscious, 
Saturday's bulletins were encourag- 
ing and there was a definite feeling 
of hopefulness and almost cheer 
Saturday night. He passed a salis- 
factory night but a relapse Sunday 
forenoon necessitated another cran. 
ical operation, 

His doctors felt he had stood this 
well but it was stated that at best 
it would be a number of hours be- 
fore the results could be assessed 

This last operation lasted some 
hours to about 1:45 pm., M.S.T, 

Some time after it he began to 
sink and death occurred at 5:13 
p.m. M.S.T. 

In the meantime Canadians from 
coast to coast had waited for reports 
of Lord Tweedsmuir's progress, and 
prayed in their churches and homes 
for the man who had charmed them 


with his writing years before he 
won their affection as Governor- 
General. Cables of inquiry came

A. To date we have developed our programme with only 
two headquarters officers and a very limited number of 
men in the field, due to the fact that we have been 
able to utilize the services of our existing personnel 
free of charge, and also the assistance of so many 
voluntary workers. No matter how the work may 
develop, the paid personnel will, having regard to the 
amount of voluntary services rendered, be very 
moderate. 


Can my contribution be included as a deduction 
on my income tax? 


Yes. This appeal is registered under the War Charities 
Act, and as such, the full exemption for War Charities 
contributions has been authorized by the Secretary 
of State. 


Q. Will there be an official audit of Legion War Services 
funds? : 

A. Yes. A double audit. Canadian Legion War Services, 
Inc. is registered under the War Charities Act (Ottawa), 
and as such its accounts will be audited by the Auditor- 
General of Canada, in addition to a reputable firm of 
chartered accountants. 


Q. Will any of the money subscribed be used for 
regular Canadian Legion purposes? 

A. No, not one cent. All the money subscribed will be 
spent in the interests of Canadians who are serving 
in our Navy, Army and Air Force. 


Q. Will any of the money be spent on work other than 
education and personal service? 

A. Education and personal services will be a first charge 
on these moneys, Soldiers’ concert parties will be pro- 
vided and recreation huts established where required. It 
will also be the duty of our experienced personnel, under 
proper authority, to do such things as may seem 
reasonable and necessary to contribute to the welfare 
of the troops, having regard to conditions which may 
develop, The Legion desires to be ready to meet any 
emergency which may arise.

OTTAWA, Feb. 12.—Hon. Nor- 
man Rogers, minister of national 
refence, announced last night the 
government has taken action 
which will have the effect of in- 
creasing allowances previously 
paid wives of naval personnel and 
broadening the classes of persons 
dependent on men serving in the 
navy who may claim allowances. 


Amendments to the regulations 
are effective from Oct. 1, 193y, and 
deal with personnel and dependents 


of those serving in tne Royal Can- 
adian Navy, the Royal Canadian 
Naval Reserve, and the Royal Can- 
adian Naval Volunteer Reserve. 

It has been decided to make no 
change in the system of bookkeep- 
ing despite the existing difference 
in the systems followed in the navy 
to those of other branches of the 
forces, the minister said. 

Equitable treatment of allowances 
for wives and cther dependents of 
those serving in the naval forces, 
as compared with dependents of 
those serving in the military and 
air services, has been achieved by 
adjusting existing regulations with- 
out changing the bookkeeping 
methods,

Canada has lost a devoted and influen- 
tial friend, as well as an excellent Governor 
General. Few native-born knew the 
country as well as Lord Tweedsmuir, and 
he served it with unflagging zeal and 
crystal-clear understanding. He travelled 
into nearly every corner of the Dominion, 
always with eyes and ears open. His in- 
quiring mind gathered information from 
every available source, particularly from 
men and women whose experiences made 
them authorities on the history, resources 
and potentialities of our land. This infor- 
mation he used to attract attention to 
Canada by voice and pen, the prestige of 
his position giving force to his words. 

But above all things Lord Tweedsmuir 
was interested in people. He moved 
among Canadians as one who sought 
their acquaintanceship for its own sake. 
No barriers of class, station or creed 
halted his quest. So in the space of five 
short years he won a place all his own in 
the thoughts of our people of all sections 
and estates. In every considerable centre 
of population from Halifax to Vancouver, 
and in trading posts down to the Arctic 
coast, he was known, respected and es- 
teemed. A wave of deep regret swept 
across Canada a few months ago when it 
was learned that ill health would compel 
him to leave our shores this year. Today 
there is sadness in homes of rich and poor 
from end to end of the Dominion, and in 
the hearts of all there is a sense of be- 
reavement. 

A fine Christian gentleman, a talented 
author, a worthy representative of His 
Majesty, and a great man, has departed. 


Looking Ahead 


The Canadian Legion War Services 
organization is to ask Edmonton people 
to contribute $10,000 toward the fund it 
is raising to carry on educational and 
other activities on behalf of Canada’s en- 
listed men. Leave centres are to be es- 
tablished in England and France, sports 
equipment supplied, and entertainment 
provided for men in their rest periods. A 
long range purpose is to give members of 
the fighting forces training, advice and 
active assistance in re-establishing them- 
selves in civilian life when the war comes 
to an end. 


That is an event to which thoughtful 
people are looking forward, if not with 
anxiety, with a clear understanding that 
it is one of the post-war problems which 
needs to be prepared for well in advance. 
It has to be admitted that, with the best 
will in the world, Canada did not make a 
great success of re-establishing its sol- 
diers at the close of the former great war. 
The mistakes made then must not be re- 
peated, and replacement will have to be 
better planned if the results are to be 
what everyone would have them. 

No one knows so well as a veteran 
how the soldier feels when he steps out of 
uniform and starts to look for a place in 
civilian life, or what difficulties he then 
encounters. The War Services organiza- 
tion of the Legion should therefore be able 
to do good work for both the returning 
soldiers and the public when demobiliza- 
tion comes. It is deserving of a quick re- 
Sponse to its appeal for the necessary 
funds. 


To ‘'Survey’’ Europe 


Mr. Sumner Welles, under-secretary 
of state at Washington, is being sent to 
Europe to “survey conditions” in Italy, 
France, Germany and Great Britain. With 
a view, it will be widely surmised, to esti- 
mate what prospect there is, if any, that 
the United States could intervene to re- 
store peace between Germany and the 
Allies. Nothing to that effect has been 
suggested at Washington, but the making 
of the official “survey” is so unusual a 
procedure that some important purpose 
must be in view. 

Rightly or wrongly, Herr Hitler was 
credited a week ago with having set cut a 
list of terms on which he would be willing 
to end the war. While he may never have 
seen the list, there is every reason to sup- 
pose he would make peace on the condi- 
tions named. For these would leave him 
and his gangsters still in control of the 
Reich, with the war machine intact and 
ready to strike again when the circum- 
stances suited them better, 

If that ‘‘feeler” inspired the sending

of Mr. Welles to Europe, his time will be 
wasted unless there is added to the list the 
one condition that will have to come before 
all other terms in the making of a peace 
treaty that can mean security to Allied 
and neutral countries. 

This condition is that Hitler and his 
colleagues step Gown and out, leaving the 
people of Germany free to nominate men 
to treat for them in whose word there 
could be confidence. Hitler and Co. have 
Ned themselves out of court. There isn't a 
government on earth that would put faith 
in any document to which they set their 
hands. 


Editorial Notes 


A Russian plane bombed and machine- 
gunned a Finnish hospital ship, again 
demonstrating that Moscow has freed it- 
self entirely from the war-time conven- 
tions which civilized nations have agreed 
to respect. The ship was damaged, but as 
the crew and the lone patient were unin- 
jured it may be inferred that the plane 
was manned by Red airmen, not by Nazi 
fliers loaned by ally Adolf. 

Premier Hepburn whines that he has 
been ‘‘misrepresented” by Prime Minister 
King. There was no such thing possible 
as to misrepresent the meaning or the 
purpose of the resolution he forced 
through the Ontario legislature under 
threat to resign and leave his followers 
disorganized; and no possibility of mis- 
representing to his further discredit the 
insolence with which he has treated Mr. 
King for years. Mr. Hepburn is only re- 
acting according to type. A cornered thug 
always whines. 

Pan-American Airways has announced 
the starting of a one-day Trans-Atlantic 
service. If this means only what it implies 
—that the planes will fly in a day from 
Florida to the nearest point on the African 
coast—that will be a remarkable develop- 
ment in commercial aviation. But at the 
African terminal the planes would still be 
as far from a British port as the direct 
distance from Newfoundland. It is on the 
northern, not the southern route that the 
fast time will be made when the war ends 
and the nations go back to business. 


Around the University, throughout the 
city, wherever former students reside, 
and at many distant points in Canada and 
the United States, there is deep regret 
at the passing of Dean Howes, who or- 
ganized ’Varsity’s department of agricul- 
ture in 1915 and has directed it ever 
since. He stood in the front rank of tech- 
nical agriculturists of this continent, and 
the loss to that branch of science will 
be a heavy one. He was also a most 
companionable man, and here and else- 
where a multitude of people will feel they 
have lost a personal friend.

Forty Years Ago 

Lord Roberts has asked for 90,000 more men 
in the South African War. The debate in the 
House of Commons covered the whole aspect of 
the war to date, with the government's policy 
being sustained after a fierce criticism had been 
launched by John Morley, who said the govern- 
ment was plunged in a war which was staining 
the credit and prestige of the empire.

West's Metal Wealth 


While agriculture has been the mainstay of 
Western Canada’s economic life and probably 
will continue to be so for years to come, figures 
indicate that mineral production is becoming in- 
creasingly important to the prairie provinces. 

Fuel has always played an important part in 
Alberta, while in Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
recent discoveries of gold and other metals 
have boosted production considerably. Alberta 
ranks fourth in Canada in mineral production, 
with an output of $28,966,000 in 1938, of which 
fuel products accounted for $27,281,000. Mani- 
toba's figure for 1938 was $17,173,000, with gold, 
copper and zine accounting for most of it. 
Saskatchewan's mineral production for the same 
year was $7,783,000, with metals contributing 
$4,994,000 fuels valued at $1,415,000, sodium sul- 
phate and quartz, valued at $593,000, clay 
products at $118,700 and other structural mate- 
rials at $662,500. 

Rapid growth of mineral output in the west 
is an encouraging sign from a western view- 
point. Development will no doubt be speeded 
up by the demands of the war, and a sound 
industry based on our mineral wealth will pro- 
vide. a valuable addition to our agricultural 
riches.and help keep our economic set-up on a 
more even keel.—Regina Leader-Post. 


Diverted Sympathies 


Like the multitudes who must have seen the 
movie of the Bounty mutineers, we, too, had 
kindled in us an interest in the 250 near-whites 
on the Pitcairn Islands. Our sympathy went out 
to them when told a tale of their distress, 

It seems strange to be stirred by the mild 
sufferings of people dwelling Eden-like when 
so many nations live in agony. Horrible news 
comes daily of cruelties befalling people from 
China-east to Czecho, but the black picture of 
the Pitcairners stayed in the mind’s eye. The 
skipper or the boatswain of a tramp steamer 
arriving at Sydney, Australia, said they were 
starving. 

This moved us strangely, as we thought of 
those hardy mutineers gently pioneering amid 
tropic growths, and imagined their great-grand- 
children out of cigars and without soap, Our 
tears are now dried for us. Mr. Lloyd McCoy, 
bearing the honored name of one of the boldest 
mutineers, says the crew of the tramp bringing 
bad news piped a dream. Mr. McCoy is said by 
our correspondent in New Zealand to be the un- 
official agent in that Dominion for the islanders, 
and knows how they fare. They do not do so 
badly. Compared with devastated nations in 
Europe, they eat sumptuously and can laze 
under their own palm trees. They have fish, 
goats, poultry, fruit and vegetables in abund- 
ance, and—Mr. McCoy says—lack only flour, 
soap, matches and tea. 

Deliveries of these requisites to households in 
chillier climes had been brought twice monthly 
by passing ships, but were temporarily undeliv- 
ered when the war forced the ships to give the 
Pitcairns the go-by. The inconvenience has been 
righted by the British high commissioner for the 
western Pacific, less grandiloquently known as 
the governor of the Fijis—-Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Business Trend 


“While it can scarcely be expected that the 
upward movement of business will continue 
throughout the winter at as rapid a rate as in re- 
cent months, the broad outlook is for further ex- 
pansion,” says the current Monthly Review of 
The Bank of Nova Scotia. In support of this 
statement, the Review cites the growing volume 
of wartime expenditures both by the Dominion 
and the British Governments. The Dominion’s 
war outlays are presently placed at $375 millions 
during the first year of the war, and the British 
Government's purchases have already been esti- 
mated at $400 millions to $500 millions for the 
same period. In this connection, it is of interest 
to note that Canadian exports to Britain in the 
twelve months prior to the war amounted to 
$340 millions. 
~ The Review also points out that develop- 
ments in the United States will continue to exert 
a powerful influence upon Canada’s economic 
position and indicates that the American recov- 
ery has been a leading influence in the recent 
expansion of Canadian business. From a Cana- 
dian standpoint, the most important effect of the 
improvement in the United States has been the 
marked increase in our exports to that country. 
During the four rnonths from September to De- 
cember, such exports exclusive of gold and ship- 
ments of wheat for storage) amounted to nearly 
$140 millions, the highest figure for these months 
since 1929. 

Discussing the recent upturn in business, the 
Review indicates that business activity is now 
close to the recovery peak of 1937, As an indi- 
cation of the extent of the expansion, The Bank 
of Nova Scotia's Index of Industrial Activity 
rose from 100% of the 1925-1929 average in 
August to 107% in November and is likely to 
have been maintained near this level in Decem- 
ber, The latest figure of 107% compares with 
94% a year earlier, and is equal to the 1937 peak, 
though below the all-time record of 115% 
reached in 1929, 

The improvement has been especially pro- 
nounced in the manufacturing industries. Be- 
ginning in September the expansion, which had 
been discernible since the spring, was sharply 
accelerated with the result that the fall consti- 
tuted one of the most active periods on record 
for the manufacturing group. In the last quar- 
ter, steel] production was practically at capacity 
and pig-iron output also rose sharply, Except 
for the automobile industry, which has not ex- 
perienced any significant expansion, most of the 
steel-using industries shared in the general up- 
swing.

Although high blood pressure is 
in itself only a symptom and while 
in its earlier stages it may produce 
almost no warning symptoms, 
nevertheless, at a later stage it may 
be accompanied by a number of 
symptoms which cause distress. 

As a general rule, there is a 
gradual but persistent rise in the 


pressure over a period of years, and) 


during this time the patient may be 
free from symptoms. For example, 
in some individuals, the blood pres- 
sure may be twice its normal figure, 


and may stay that high for years! 


without producing any noticeable 
discomfort, 

However, in the later stages there 
is produced enough interference 
with the blood circulation so that! 
symptoms develop. These may he| 
as follows: distress after effort,| 
shortness of breath, and pain around | 
the heart or over the lower part of| 
the chest. : 

At first these signs are not pro- 
nounced and it may require un-| 
usual effort such as climbing stairs | 
quickly, carrying a heavy package, 
or some other type of activity call- 
ing for unusual effort, before the 
patient notices any discomfort.) 
Subsequently, the feeling of dis-| 
tress and shortness of breath may 
follow such events as eating too 
heavy a meal, or being out in a cold 
and biting wind, Such symptoms are 
a sign of a lessening of the reserve 
power of the heart, and they may 
be totally overlooked by the patient | 
until the reserve is so low that he 
suddenly notices some _ unaccus- 
tomed activity is causing acute dis- 
tress, 

Other signs may appear, such as 
numbness and tingling of the arms} 
and legs, temporary dropsical con-| 


the “hot flashes” seen during the 
change of life. 

When the high blood pressure 
condition is advanced the patient 
may notice that he is mentally de- 
pressed, that he has an extreme 
tendency to worry, that he is unable 
to sleep, and that there is a loss of 
memory, especially for late hap- 
penings. He may awaken with a 
headache, The patient may also 
mention such symptoms as ringing 
noises in the ears, blurring of the 
Vision, or haziness of the vision. 

In some of these advanced Cases 
of high blood pressure, there will 
be an accompanying damage of the 
kidneys which will be evidenced 
by a lessened ability on the part of 


these organs to concentrate the 
liquid which they eliminate. 
The greatest danger from high 


blood pressure comes from the lack 
of early warning signals. Because 
of the lack of these signals, the 
patient is encouraged to neglect 
treatment which would lower the 
blood pressure before “something 
breaks.” All too often, the breaking- 
point takes the form of a stroke, 
which may or may not be, followed 
by paralysis.

J. J. DUGGAN 
DIES IN CITY 
ON SATURDAY 


Prominent in the public life of 
this city and a resident here for 27 
years, Joseph J, Duggan died Sat- 
urday night at a city hospita] at the 
age of 65 years. 

Mr. Duggan had been ill for just 
two weeks and was taken to hos- 
pital just a few days ago, He suf- 
fered a collapse Saturday morning 
and passed away that night. 

Born in County Radnorshire, 
Wales, the son of John and Frances 
Duggan, he came to Canada in 1912 
and lived for a year in Nanton, 
Alta. He then came to Edmonton 
and resided here since that time 
except for 12 months in 1914 and 
1915, when he and his family re- 
turned to Wales. 

During his residence in Edmonton 
he has been engaged in the real 
estate and insurance business and 
from 1927 to 19837 he was a mem- 
ber of the Alberta assessment com- 
mission, 

He was a'member of the city 
council in 1924 and 1925 and of the 
Edmonton publie school board from 
1917 to 1920, He was on the pub- 
lic library board from 1927 to 1933 
with the exception of 1931, 

He prepared the brief for the 
seven Alberta cities which was pre- 
sented to the Royal Commission on 
Dominion-Provincial Relations, and 
at the time of his death he was en- 
gaged in a study of municipal tax- 
ation, as secretary of the City of 
Edmonton Tax Research Bureau. 
He was making an especial appeal 
for abolition of the social service 
tax and increase of grants to educa- 
tion and was instrumental in ob- 
taining a reduction of the equalized 
land assessment for the social ser- 
vice tax. 

He was married !n 1903 at Builth 
Wells, Dreconshire, Wales, to Eliza- 
beth Evans, who predeceased him 
in April, 1938.
